“Thave been unable to do any of my duties here at BMHA 
since Sept. 15, which as you know is the day we left for our 
three-week vacation in England (for details see July '99 and 
Oct. '99 back issues of the newsletter). 


“Just before this trip I pulled a calf muscle while walking to 
the store. All the three weeks in England the pulled muscle 
pained me. One muscle problem led to another until on Dec. 2

the spine that lead to pinched nerves. It means that I’ve had

With the help of my 
wife Jean and some other members, it is hoped that we'll get 
everything back in order soon. 


“Since Dec. 31 I've been confined to a stay in a rehab hospital 
where I’m slowly getting back my ability to walk, but the pain 
in my hands and feet is still there. So I am now having 
acupuncture treatments — perhaps my last chance at regaining 
fill mobility.”

Bicycle Mobile Field Day 


KB8U/bicycle mobile participated in the ARRL Field 
Day last June. Hopefully I'l score in the top 20 in the mobile 
category this year. 


I decided to go for several short to medium distance rides 
and make contacts both while in motion and stationary. The 
tallest spot in the city is only a few miles away, so I rode there 
a few times during the weekend and spent about 20 minutes 
making contacts each time. I wasn't out for a very high score 
this year; I just wanted to have fun and ride around while 
making contacts. 


1 used a Wilderness Radio SST which is a small 20m 
CW-only set, and also a Tokyo Hy-Power HT-750 for 
6/15/40m SSB and CW. [ had plans on using a 10m handheld 
that is a converted SSB/AM CB radio this year. | was making 
last minute repairs to the battery pack minutes before the 
contest and made the classic blunder of hooking up the battery 
backwards. The radio went pffft! and smelled funny after that. 
First time in 22 years of ham radio that I've made that mistake, 
and hopefully the last. Fortunately I had a backup rig for 10m, 
although it isn't as good a radio. I also brought along an FM 
handheld for VHF/UHF, but never did make any contacts on it 
(only simplex contacts are allowed for the contest, and on top 
of that 146.52MHz is disallowed). A variety of whip antennas 
mounted on the rear rack were used. 


Band conditions were fair, 15m being the most 
productive. Contacts on that band were made with stations in 
all regions of the United States except Alaska and Hawaii. 
Signals on 10m were just not strong enough, but I did manage 
to work one local station. Nothing was heard on 6m. I picked 
up a few stations on 40m out to about 300 miles distant. That 
band is tough to work with just a whip antenna on a bicycle, 
since it is less then 5% efficient. Also, all my radios were low 
power rigs (2 to 3 watts out). Contacts were most easily made 
using Morse code so I only made a couple of voice contacts. 
CW contacts are worth twice as many points as voice contacts 
so that worked out OK. 


A total of 65 CW and 3 SSB contacts were made with 29 
states and 1 Canadian province. About 55 miles were racked 
up on the bicycle computer during the contest weekend. 


The weather mostly cooperated, although at the end of the 
contest I got caught in a torrential downpour about 6 miles 
from home. I did have the foresight to bring along something 
I could put the radio in to keep it from getting soaked. The 
same can't be said of the operator. I had to stop part way 
home and wring out my socks as they were getting a little 
heavy! 

Next year I hope to be on a bicycle tour during field day. 
If you hear KB8U, give me a call. Until then, watch that 
battery polarity!

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ABOUT BMHA 


For the information of our first-time readers 


Bicycle Mobile Hams of America got its start when a 
‘Stray’ in the June '89 QST magazine asked to "get in touch 
with hams who operate their radios while bicycle-mobile”, 
signed by Hartley Alley, NAOA. Twenty-five hams 
responded, filled out questionnaires, and received a summary 
of the collected data. 


In April of ‘90 we had our first BMHA Forum at the 
Dayton HamVention. We played to a packed house, 
overflowed the room, and added 54 names to our mailing list. 
Our eight subsequent forums have drawn increasingly larger 
audiences, and now BMHA is firmly established as a ‘regular’ 
at this world-renowned event. 


This is the thirty-eighth issue of our quarterly newsletter, 
which has become the clearinghouse for the exchange of info 
and ideas for the hams who go on the air from their bicycles. 


BMHA membership puts you in touch with a friendly and 
helpful group of bike-riding hams. You'll make contacts 
through our membership directory and E-mail address list, the 
annual meeting and Forum at the Dayton HamVention and 
other regional meetings, and of course through the BMHA 
Newsletter, which has articles on bike trips, antennas, other 
gear, operating tips, etc. A membership application is on the 
next-to-last page. 


A new 10m SSB/FM/AM handie-talky 


Propagation on the shortwave ham bands is currently 
reaching a 11 year peak, and world-wide communications is 
possible with even very modest equipment. It is now possible 
to regularly have trans-continental and even DX contacts on 
the 10 meter ham band from a bicycle mobile station. 


Until recently, there were no new, commercially available 
shortwave handy-talkies available. The smallest sized radios 
were about the size of a cigar box, making bicycle mobile 
operation a little less practical than most bicycle mobile hams 
would like. 


Copper Electronics has changed that with the introduction 
of the Eagle Spitfire 454. It is a hand- held radio which covers 
all of the 10 meter ham band and has SSB, AM and FM voice 
operation (no CW). You can slip this radio into a Jersey 
pocket, attach an external antenna and speaker/mic, and 
astound hams thousands of mile away when you tell them you 
are mobile on a bicycle! 


The 454 is about 6.5 inches tall and 1.5 inches thick with 
the battery pack. A backlit display shows the frequency, mode 
and S/RF meter. There is also repeater split and low-battery 
indicators. Push buttons on the front and side control the 
frequency and other functions of the radio. On/off-volume 
and squelch/clarifier knobs are on the top of the radio. A BNC 
antenna connector and jacks for an external speaker and 
earphone are on the top of the radio. Also included is a short, 
flexible antenna (useless for transmitting), a battery case 
(batteries not included), a belt clip and a wrist cord. Transmit 
power is approximately 7 Watts PEP, one watt on the low 
power setting. 


This radio is a good performer considering its size and 
cost. The fly in the ointment is the method of frequency 
selection. It is basically channelized on 10 khz steps. 1 khz 
steps are possible, but only over a 10 khz range. You have to 
push numerous buttons to get to the next 10 khz range, then 


set the tuning step size back to 1 khz when tuning more then 
10 khz. There is NO tuning knob, so a lot of button pushing is 
involved. It is extremely difficult to casually tune the band 
looking for QSOs. To make matters worse, the clarifier only 
works on receive. You can tune in stations exactly, but about 
half of all stations will be too far off frequency to call. 1 khz 
steps are too coarse for SSB. It is possible to unlock’ the 
clarifier so that it works on transmit, but only by voiding the 
warranty. Forget about riding your bike and tuning this radio 
at the same time. A less serious flaw is that there is only one 
PL tone (88.5 Hz) for repeater operation. 


This radio was obviously designed with outlaw CBers in 
mind since it is easily modified for use below 28 MHz. Also, 
the unit is NOT type accepted so its sale by Copper 
Electronics is questionably legal. Copper Electronics is the 
sole importer of this radio as far as I know. They also sell 
other 10 meter ham’ radios that are easily modified, not type 
accepted and marketed primarily at the outlaw CB crowd. 


Even with the flaws, I would recommend this radio if you 
want to try 10 meters bicycle mobile but don't want to lug 
around a large radio. Copper Electronics, phone 1-800-626- 
6343, web page www.copper.com. Price $179.99 plus 
shipping and handling.

Ham Radio Support of Bicycle Events 


I have been a ham for 44 years and a Fire Department 
Emergency Medical Technician (EMT) since 1972. 1 pulled 
together a group of hams who also EMTs in this area. There 
were over 30 of such animals available. 


We started supporting the Sports Car Club of America 
(SCCA) high speed road rallies, here in Western Washington, 
in 1974, In 1983, I was asked to provide support for the 
American Lung Association's (ALA) new three day Tri-Island 
International Bike Trek, going from Seattle to Victoria, British 
Columbia and back. I used several ham/EMT to provide this, 
support. Since there is a fairly large cost involved in each 
volunteer, having people with multiple skills made a lot of 
sense, In fact, several of us trained and became fairly decent 
bike mechanics. 


The Tri-Island Bike Trek was very successful and was 
expanded to 2, 3, then 4 times per year with 2-300 riders per 
trek. In 1987, we expanded it into What was called the Trans 
America Bike Trek going from Seattle to Atlantic City, NJ in 
48 days. I also set up and staffed the Radio Communication 
and Emergency Medical Services (EMS) programs for that 
Trek. It ran for three years, and included a Pacific Coast Trek 
going from Seattle to San Diego, on the road for 26 days. 
The Tri-lsland Bike Trek is still running, although I have 
separated myself from the ALA. 


I, (and I mean to say my wife Fran, N7FWZ, and I,) 
continue to support three, one day and one six day bicycle 
rides for the Cascade Bicycle Club (the world's largest bike 
club) and a one-day ride around Mt. Rainier (154 miles and 
10,000 Feet climb) for the Redmond Cycle Club. Also, we 
just finished coordinating the Radio and EMS support of the 


Seattle Marathon on November 28, utilizing 73 hams and 
several EMTs. 


Fran and I, almost always operating in separate support 
vehicles, have each traveled over 50,000 miles and have been 
on the road for over 370 days in 29 states and BC. We often 
use our 27 foot Winnebago motor home for net control or mid- 
day checkpoint (and a nice place to sleep on the long rides). 
We have 2 Kenwood Tri-Band TM 741's with 2 meters and 
440 MHz in each, with 222 MHz and 50 MHz in the other 
positions mounted in the motor home. Each of our cars (@ 
Safari Van and a Miata) have Kenwood 742 Triband radios 
and in the Van, a Kenwood dual band plus two old large size 
ICOM HTs, a H-16 & U-16. 


Our normal load of equipment in a support vehicle is as 
follows: 10 to 30 gallons of water (temperature dependent), 
water dispenser, bicycle tools, 30 to 40 inner tubes of various 
sizes, Tri-Flow lubricant, a Trauma Box, extra medical 
supplies, Splints, c-collars, 4 bike racks, clean water hose, 
12VDC tire pumps, blankets, extra mag mount antennas, extra 
HTs and batteries, clipboards, magnetic signs, ice chest, duct 
tape, double backed tape, road marking paint (double bagged), 
fanny pack first aid kit, cold and hot packs, magnetic yellow 
strobes, event data packs, flashlights, and cookies for biker 
therapy (always works). 


We have bike shops which support these rides. We have 
held amateur radio classes and have now turned most of these 
bike mechanics into hams. All support vehicles are staffed by 
hams. 


On all of the longer rides (2 days or more), we research to 
find all police, fire departments, emergency medical providers 
and hospitals. We notify all of these agencies with time, date, 
contact phone numbers, route info (Maps), and gather all of 
the 10 digit phone numbers and addresses of each agency. We 
recruit one to three hams (called Base Support Hams) per day, 
to standby in their homes and we ask them to monitor us. 
They help us identify which repeaters might work and then get 
permission for us to use them. They are the most valuable to 
us, when we ask them to apply their knowledge of the area, to 
the solution of our problems. I could tell you many wonderful 
stories about how helpful these hams have been to our cyclists. 


We worked over 6 months at never less than 4 hours a day 
to setup the TransAmerica Trek. Our first real payoff came 
after handling the first serious injury. The Trek Director and I 
spent the evening trying to figure out what more could we 
have done to prepare for this situation, and there was nothing 
economically feasible suggested. 


Thave written a book on how to properly support bicycle 
events. It was distributed within the ALA until I asked for that 
to be discontinued, following my departure from their 
program, They said that they had returned all of my material 
but I doubt that they did. This book is now available to others 
who support bicycle events.

An Interview With Mary Duffield

It was a pleasure to present this certificate personally to 
Mary and to take some notes while we talked. In the true 
sense of ham radio, Mary wanted to dedicate this interview to 
her mentor, Ben Deoviet, W6FDU. Ben has worked with 
Mary over many years, obtained radios which could be 
donated to schools, and worked as hard with children as Mary 
has herself. 


"Planetary Mary" — as many of her friends call her ~ is an 
exceptional individual by any standard. The product of an 
unhappy home, she ran away at the age of 15, and then was 
admitted to the University of California at Berkeley as a walk- 
on in 1938 — where some friends ‘hired’ her to be their 
housekeeper so that she would have a place to stay. She has 
homesteaded in Alaska and lived nearly 30 years on the 36- 
foot boat which she recently donated to the Sea Scouts ~ on 
condition that all the children who use the boat become ham 
operators. 


Mary's life revolves around her ‘kids’ ~ both her natural 
children (she has one son and one granddaughter ~ but before 
this issue went to press she became a great-grandmother) and 
the literally thousands of children of all ages which she has 
helped over the years. 


Mary loves people and language ("I love the code, but 
hate the math"). She lives to help others — and especially to 
help children find independence and self-reliance through 
sailing, ham radio, and bicycling. After a long and active life, 
Mary can still be found volunteering her time at the local 
UNICEF center. 


This has not gone without reward — the United Nations 
Commission on Feminism is having 30 portraits of "Wise Old 
Women" shown passing their wisdom on to 30 "Wise Young 
Women". Mary is one of these Wise Old Women, and her 
portrait should shortly hang in the United Nations Assembly 
Hall. 


But Mary gets her true rewards directly from the children 
she has such a strong impact on. She was popular with her 46 
nieces, nephews, grand-nieces, and grand-nephews (as Mary 
puts it, "if you live on a boat, you're popular with children”) ~ 


but also with young teenagers from the area and as far away as 
Hawaii. Why? because she took them sailing. And what 
sailing it was... 


For much of her career, Mary would organize sailing trips 
from Santa Cruz (California), down through the Panama 
Canal, and up to the Caribbean, And her young ‘crew’ were 
responsible for the voyage (think of yourself as a youngster of 
14 years — Mary's minimum age — who has just received your 
ham license. You and your crewmates would take turns being 
responsible for the boat for shifts of 200 miles. Exciting!) 


These trips were more than fun — Mary held a ‘general 
secondary’ teaching certificate, so students who hated math 
found themselves getting full credit for leaming celestial 
navigation. Often children would camp out on the dock for a 
chance to sign up with Mary's next trip (and many ofthese 
same children have grown up to offer similar trips on their 
‘own boats). 


‘As Mary aged, the trips became shorter - down the 
California coast to Los Angeles, San Diego, and Mexico. And 
she even spread cheer much closer to home (the Easter 
Dolphin was always a springtime hit, where children could 
talk to the Dolphin through the magic of 2-meter radio). 


Mary got both her boat and her ham license about the 
time she turned 60 — before that she was just too busy helping 
people, heading the high-school English department, and 
homesteading in Alaska. She not only launched ham radio in 
the local school district, but she is especially proud that the 
school ham club made a recent SAREX contact with the Space 
Shuttle using student labor ~ the kids did everything. 


Planetary Mary is indeed one of our Wise Old Women. 
BMHA is proud to have her as our most recent honorary 
Lifetime Member.

Throat Mikes 
BMHA Webmaster: 


I wonder if you can help me with the following. I received 
@ sample newsletter from the BMHA, and remember an ad 
about a throat microphone. I misplaced the newsletter, and 
can't remember the details of the ad. I am interested in a 
throat microphone with a PTT that will fit in a glove. I want 
10 use my HT on a snowmobile. The throat microphone would 
cut down on the noise. It was suggested that the SPM-500 by 
Premier Electronics would do the trick. It has a "fingertip" 
PTT. Such a PTT would make operation of the radio on a 
snowmobile fairly convenient. The PTT seems a bit large for 
@ glove: something like 2.5 cm X 1.5 cm X 1 cm. Any 
thoughts?

‘The Webmaster replied: 
David: 


Sorry, I don't have a lot of advice. My own bicycle rig is an 
in-the-ear microphone with separate PTT switch (about the 
size of what you indicate). The in-the-ear microphone does 
NOT eliminate noise -- I think the throat mike is a better idea. 


Td suggest the throat mike that you have found, and re/build 
your own PTT. Mine is so big because it contains a volume 
control and other unnecessary frills. 


I would also suggest mounting the PTT outside of the glove 
(but remember that I am a fair-weather Californian. I may not 
sufficiently appreciate low temperatures). Putting the PTT 
inside of the glove tethers you to the bike/snowmobile until 


= segura you remove the glove.
